Tet it it accompliibed in a manner 
which is simple enough, and when 
one comes to see it all, there is noth- 
ing that shakea the nerve unlets it be 
the blare of the trumpets in the inau- 
gural procession or the gaudy finery 
of the bedizened participants therein. 
Inauf;uration day ia a curioui mixture 
of the programmet of all the notable 
holidayt which the greateet repnUie 
in the wor'd obtervei annually.

Waihingtou it no longer anything 
bnt eotmopolitan for a limited period.

It reminds one 
of nothing to much aa a houte which 
any number of persons painted, each 
a square to suit their individnal tastes 
Major McKiuley reached Wash- 
ington March Itt. Technically, he is 
ttill a private citizen, and, therefoie, 
his conduct must be regulated by the 
rules which govern the men who make 
up the bone and sinew ot ths Ame* 
rican public. Perhaps all things con- 
sidered, it might be more convenient 
for him to go to the white houee at 
once and begin to become accustomed 
to his place of residence for the ensu- 
ing tour years. This would net be so 
awkward aa might be imagined, for 
the furniture which Mr. Cleveland 
and his family have been temporary 
pissesfl'^rs of belongs to the I'uitod 
Htates governfflflnt, and, therefore, 
Mr. McKinlcy and his family wdl 
fall heir to all that the white house 
contains except the personal p >f sess- 
ions of the outgoing i)rcddenf. This 
is why Mr. McKiuley might fcl at 
Lome, but ofllcial etiquette rcii'iires 
that he shall be purely ju.l simiily a 
visitor to the white bouse until be is 
vested with the right to become ito 

(llicial ieei<ieiit. 

8o the AIcKiuleys go to a hotel, the 
Ebbitt bouse, that old time Wash- 
ton horlory around which are grouped 
historical aasuciatious sufiicient to 
make it interesting to any one. If 
there is any visiting from tbn Klihitt 
to the executive mansion, it will take 
place so quietly that few persons will 
bi cnguii5>int thereof. Between 11 
and 12 o'clock on March 4.h, how- 
ever. Major McKiuley will proceed 
alone to the white house, where be 
will be formally welcomed by Mr. 
Cleveland. These two great men will 
chat for a moment or two, and then 
President Cleveland's carriage — not a 
government couvoyanco, but his own 
equipage— will appear at the white 
house entrance. The president and 
bis successor will enter the carriage 
and be driven to the capitol, where 
the oath of offlee will be administered 
by Chief .lih tice Fuller, It must not 
be supposed that the chidf justice 
mutt administer this oath es-oAcio, 
lor any other person could perform 
the function if it were desired. Neith- 
er is there any Bible of state upon 
which the president places hia hand 
in taking the oath. The first step 
taken by Mr. licKinley to carry out 
the final programme of his accession 
to the presidency will he the taking 
of tlie oath. Then ht will walk to 
the very front ot the portioo and the 
gaping thousands that gaze upon it 
will hear thi^ iiew head of the nation 

enunciate thltwiaeiplaa wUehareto 

govern "the conduct of tbe office to 
which he has Ueo chosen. It is a 
declaration which thovaaada of ears 
are strained to hear. 

Presently the address will be over, 
and the ex-president and the new pre 
aident will reenter their carriage and 
be whirled away to the white house. 
Upon 'be return to the white house it 
will be President MoKinley who will 
dt on the right and Mr. Oleyeland on 
the left. And thus one political party 
steps down and out; the star of the 
other M in the aaeendaat. 

Pennsylvania avenue, down which 
the carriage ia to proceed, will be 
black with people, rain or sUtfe, 

Still Mr. Clevoiand will be the host 
though be i« no longer president. It 
will be Um last tioM and the oeuaaon 
ia a farewell lunch, such as the outgo 
ing administration always gives to the 
incoming. It will nseissarily be' a 
hurried affair, for tbe almost endless 
proceasion is terming, and before tbe 



lunch is half over will be awaiting the 
president Ithaabeen eastomaryto 

allow about an hour for this luncheon 
and then the president must go eut 
upon the reriewiag etand.

It ia a long proceaiiou. First comes 

the aoldieiy la all the glitter of mili- 
tary ])omi>; then th« political clubs 
and stale organizations. The oflicials 
of ri.iny Htntes will be there; some on 
horseback, Rome in carriages, all mar^ 
ohing on and on while here and there 
the bands appear to stir the soul with 
national airs. The end finally comae 
and the new president has a brfath- 
ing spell. 

At night comes the great ^inaugura 
tiott ball. If the flower of faabion 

blooms in the great pension ofli^^e buil 
ding aa it usually does, it will be 
promptly orushed, for if indicatione 
are not at fault theie will be a greater 
crowd this year than has ever assemb 
led on a similar occasion. Tbe ball 
is alTftjfl crowded. It is an invitation 
affair to a certain extent, but it ia ne- 
cessary to hold a ticket, which must 
be paid for to gain admission. So far 
more than eight thousand tickets are 
sold, and this meana a jam of jams, 

The great ball of the pension build 
ug will be illuminated with countlees 
electric lights. Gobelin tapestries 
will adorn the walla, and araund the 
room will be diapoaed [ariieles of Air- 
niture in the style of Louis XVI, 
while Dresden chandelabra will add 
to the general ofleet. The daadnf at 
an inaugural ball is a very laboftd 
effort, consisting principally of prom* 
enading, thoavh at tho oponing a Tig 

orous effort is made to carry out the 
programme. Those in attendance will 
include all the dignitariee of Wash- 
ington official life, from highest to 
lowest. The assemblage glitters with 
the splendor of the uniforms. 

When the houra become small, and 
the aun ia almost ready to peep above 
the horizon, the bedraggled remnants 
f the asaemblage that graced the in- 
auguration ball make their way home 
ward. Long since the president and 
his family have returned to the white 
house, and for the first time since he 
really became \)retident the chief of 
the nation has time to fully cinaider 
the reitl, solemn portent of the words 
ho 8|)(jkc as he placed his hacd on the 
Bible in tbe capitol: "I do solemnly 
a wear that 1 will faithfully ezecuti 
the diiti(f of the ( flii o . 'f preiiideiit of 
the United States, and will to the best 
of my ability preeerre, protect, and 
defend the eoaatitation of the United 
BUtee." 

The parade pr(uui>jcs to be the lar- 
gest ever seen in Washington. Gan. 
Porter, of New York, will act as 
grand marshal, and it will be formed 
in two divisions, the miUtary and 
civic. 

The civic grand division will be 
commanded by B. U. Warner, of 
Washington, as chief marshal, and 
will be made up of civic clulw of k.11 
descriotious. The parade will start 
from the east front of the capitol and 
will march west along Penn^lvaaia 
avenue, past tbe preaident'a rfyiewing 
stand in front of the white house, to 
Washington circle, returning on K 
ttieet to Mt. \ ernon square, where it 
will diiband. 

President McKinley will be clothed 
in the traditional black, the chief ex- 
ecutive always wears when hemakM 
hia first formal and ofiicial appear- 
ance. The garments which wi'l adorn 
hitu ou this oacasiou will be composed 
of finest black Eogliab vacuna cloth. 
Tbe coat will be cut after the fashion 
known as Prinoe Albert, for Mr. Mc- 
Kinley noTtr appean ia a ginMot 
fluhUMMd otharwiNi
